With reference to your letter of May 4, 1949, file 
No? 534-5 (EB). I am enclosing, herewith, Indian Day School 
Construction Reports #2, 3 and 4. I have changed these to 
plan #888 as requested. The three old schools are not in 
bad condition but will have to be covered with insul brick 
and the ceiling insulated. 


I note your remarks regarding the putting of the 
schools together and that the Engineering Branch do not believe 
that this would be practical. I disagree with the Engineering 
Branch as these buildings are in good condition. If the cold 
air was run along the walls and taken from the back end of the 
school the gravity system would work. I have put furnaces in 
buildings and used the above method and same has proven 
satisfactory. 


I do not consider the four-room school would be 
practical owing to the road conditions on this reserve and as 
you state this will not change for a number of years. 


A requisition will be forwarded at a later date for 
material and labour on schools #2, 5 and 4. 


The difficulty experienced at the Big Eddy School I 
believe has been caused by the fact that they did not put ina 
proper furnace. The present heating unit is a Camp comfort 
heater, boxed in, and there is not sufficient air intake, there- 
fore the classrooms cannot be properly heated. When in Ottawa 
I intended to take this matter up with you and to request that 
a new furnace be put in this school. At the present time we have 
a furnace at The Bas, which was taken from God's Lake. This is a 
coal furnace but as there is a great deal of wood at The Pas and 
as the cutting of the wood employs the Indians I would not 


-Oover- 
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recommend installing this furnace.

Regarding the above mentioned construction, since 
putting further’considerable thought on this matter, I have 
come to the conclusion that it would be much better to con- 
struct three single school rooms, without residence, rather 
than building a three room school at the Fisher River Agency 
as originally suggested by me. 


In the not too distant future, we wili be having 
@ constant increase of pupils, and two rooms in each case 
will eventually be very crowded. 


I am attaching hereto a sketch - showing the addi- 
tions which 1 recommend be made to the schools, They will 
be about ten feet from the present schools, and will be 
either on the sides or the ends. The plan I am forwarding 
calls for the heating to be placed in the centre of the two 
rooms, which would also allow for extra cloakrooms; and when 
the present rooms become overcrowded, we could take down the 
present cloakroom partitions and enlarge the rooms at very 
little cost - which would make provision for an additional 
ten children. 


The present schools are not insulated, and as a 
result are very cold; and as you know by our previous corres- 
pondence, we are burning an excessive amount of coal. If the 
schools were built as 1 suggest, 1 would recommend putting 
brick siding on the outside of the old school as well as the 
additional classroom - thus making the two individual build- 
ings and the centre heating plant look like one building. 


over 
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Also, I would recommend that the floors and ceilings in the old 
School be insulated. This wonld cut the heating costs, and by 
having the heating plant placed between the two rooms, it would 
cut down the cost of the whole heating system; and would, I 
think, make a much better heating unit. 


The provision for furnace between the two schools 
should not be too expensive, and would draw the cold air from 
the bottom of both rooms, while the hot air would be expelled 
through vents near the ceiling. 


Kindly let me know your thoughts re the above, and 
if you approve I will be able to get an estimte of the cost 
of building in between the two schools.

hat part of the country, everything looked hopeless 
and indeed some people thought that it would be im- 
possible ever to organize the work. Great changes 
have taken place. The work seems to me to be well 
established at Little Grand Rapids and Pekangekum. 
It is in regard to the latter place I wish to write 
a few words. 


James Kirkness, 28 you know, had for many 
years a poor reputation, but during the past fifteen 
years he has been steadily improving in his habits of 
life. He has become a real leader in all good things 
among the people. I was quite surprised when I reached 
Pekangekum to find the improvements which he had made 
there; he has cleared off a fine piece of land, has 
erected a comfortable dwelling, he has been teaching 
school in a 10g building which he erected but which is 
quite inadequate so he has proceeded to get out a set 
of good logs and has put up the walls of a building 
which will be very comfortable and commodious when it 
is completed. I think he ought to be encouraged by the 
Department of Indian Affairs in this effort, and I 
would suggest thet when the recommendation of the 
Agent reaches Ottawa, it shall receive very sympathe- 
tio consideration. 


I was quite impressed with the transforma- 
tion in the people who gathered while I was at Pekange- 
kum. When I visited that place twelve years ago, the 
women and children ran away and hid themselves; I could 
not get near any one of them. At a distance I saw two 
little girls, not over seven years of age, crouching 
down by a camp fire, each with a ph pipe in her mouth, 
pulling coals out of the fire to light their pipes. This 
Was a sample of the general conditions then existent in 


the camp.

By 8.10 a.m. Monday, July 21st, we 
were off for Pekangekum, 115 miles 
farther up the river and about sixty 
miles north of Red Lake. By noon we 
were across the Ontario boundary line. 
The river here spreads out into Great 
lakes, so there are not so many port- 
ages, only nine on the journ The 
lake on which we camped is known as 
Sandy Lake, and is about one hundred 
miles long and about thirty miles 
broad. We hed the mission on the 
shore of Pekangekum Lake at 6.30 Tues 
day evening, and by eight o'clock the 
people had gathered and we were hold 
ing an open-air meeting. If anything, 
the change at this place is more 
remarkable than that at Little Grand 
Rapids. It is nine years since I visited 
Pekangekum, principally because I 
knew that Mr. Niddrie was giving faith 
ful care to the place In July, 1928, 
one of our senior native members who 
was living at Norway House, was pre 
vailed upon to go and live with this 
people At tremendous physical labor. 
and with scarcely any help from the 
Church and the Government, James 
Kirkness has built up a working plant 
which cannot be called adequate, but 
which has justified the effort, and in 
which he is carrying on a fine piece of 
pioneer work. There are souls in 
the band When Mr. Kirkness went to 
Pekangekum two years ago these were 
all registered pagan on the government 
hooks. During the two years seventy 
have been baptized into the Christian 
religion and forty » members of The 
United Chureh of Canada. The contrast 
in conditions since my last visit struck 
me as a al work of the Spirit. When 
we approached the camp nine years 
he women and children disappeared 
ind they would not come near me, This

Then the children looked ignorant and 

1. I watched two girls, not more 
than seven years of age, squatting at a 
camp fire, each smoking a dirty pipe; 
now the children present an intelligent 
appearance, for the day school is well 
attended. There is real interest mani 
fested in the serv s. The Ki lom of 
God is coming to Pekangekum. We 
called for service to be held at 8.15 
the followi morning. Fifty people 
were present and we left them at 11.30 
a.m. in the midst of hearty good wishes. 
We travelled until 5.30 that evening 
when we reached Duck Lake, where 
these people and the rest of the band 
were to meet for Treaty Payment. Here 
we found a village of tents belonging 
principally to the pagan people led by 
the chief, who had always shown oppo- 
sition to our cause. We approached him

I wrote to the Indian Agent but he advised me the 
matter did not apparently come within his jurisdiction. 

I am quite aware that a Government employee can- 
not be garnished and I am also aware that you might 
properly say that you have nothing to do with such matters 
as this but Mr.Leyound needs the money badly as there is 
no money to be made in his occupation of trapper and I 
thought that possibly your Department might be willing 
to write Kirkness in regard to this and suggesting 
that he endeavour to make some arrangement with Mr.Ley- 
ound or myself. 

Conditions are very bad as we all know, and you 
can well understand what this amount of indebtedness 
means to a trapper who is unable to carry on at the 
present time and make any profit.

Your communication concerning the debt owed 
by James Kirkness, teacher of the Pekangekum Indian School, 
to Mr. George Leyound, seems to hint that possibly the 
salary which is being paid through this office has not teen 
forwarded to him promptly and that this may account for his 
neglecting to pay his debts. Mr. Kirkness is, as you know, 
an Indian, md in meny respects a rather unusual type of man, 
It would be rather difficult for us to get another man to 
fill the dual position which he holds at Pekangekum. He has, 
however, all the weaknesses inherent in his race when it comes 
to finances, and this is not the first time people have tried 
to collect their accounts through this office, 


I will ask our Superin tendent ft Indian Mis sions, 
Rev. Arthur Barner, who is well acquainted with Mr. Kirkness 
personally, to not only write him at Pekangekum, but also to 
take the matter up with Rev. J. W. Niddrie of Berens River, 
through whom Mr. Kirkness receives his salary cheques regularly. 
I think that probably Mr. Niddrie can arrange to have Mr. Kirk- 
ness give him authority to deduct a certain amount until this 
account is covered. As soon as we hear from Mr. Niddrie in 
regard to the matter, we will commmicate with you again.

Richard Schuetze in to take charge of the school and the 
mission work there temporarily. 


I could not immediately recommend Mr. Schuetze 
as Mr. Kirkness' successor, beceuse I did not know his 
qualifications exactly at the time and had to make some 
enquiries. He is an adopted son of Mr. Luther Schuetze, 
missionary-teacher at Little Grand Rapids, and has finished 
second year arts in Manitoba University. He has grown up 
in that North country and is thoroughly familiar with the 
type of work which is required of 4 missionary teacher in 
the area in question. Mr. Luther Schuetze has sent in to 
assist him his own Interpreter, who for a number of years 
has been helping with the work at Little Grand Rapids and 
is a well educated Indian. We are now prepared to recom- 
meni that Richard Schuetze be appointed as teacher at Pek- 
angekum, 


In view of the fact that the school was closed 
during all of January and a considerable part of February, 
would the Department be willing to have it continued dur- 
ing July and August - or such part of those two months as 
the new teacher deems advisable? The remoteness of the 
place, together with the fact that it is very unlikely that 
either Dr. Barner or myself can visit it during the coming 
summer, hag added to our hesitancy in coming to a final 
decision regarding the teacher.

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I have a letter from Mr. Walter Mutch, the 
teacher at Pekangecum, of which I shall give you the main 
outline. He is writing about the possibility of having a 
school at Poplar Hill. He says the people there evidently 
want a school and he thinks we could count on a pretty good 
attendance, because the Chief is in favor of having a school 
and the people are in the habit of doing as he suggests. 


Mr. Match goes on to state that the Chief says 
the people would be willing to cut logs and build the school, 
being paid in rations only, and that this is the way the school 
at Pekangecum was built. He would like to know if the Govern- 
ment would supply the extra rations of flour, baking powder, 
tea, sugar and bacon, to enable the school to be built. He 
would like these to be made available, so that the Indians 
could cut logs this coming Spring. He says that when he takes 
his holidays at the end of June, he would be glad to move down 
to this place while they built the school. In that connection, 
he says that he thinks there is very good reason why they 
should be encouraged, because the Indians now find it difficult 
to catch enough fish for their families at Pekangecum. He 
thinks that the Band might very well be divided, - which I 
gather they are, as a matter of fact. 


In this letter, Mr. Mutch says he asked the Chief 
to find out if the people would like to have a school at Poplar 
Hill, say, for half the year, and at Pekangecum for the other 
half, and the report is that the people would like that. They 
hope the Indian Agent will let them heve a school st Poplar Hill, 
where there are about thirty children of school age and lots 
younger. Would you let us know if there is any possibility of 
the needs of this district being met in this way - that is, by 
the Government providing rations while the Indians cut logs this 
Spring and then erect the school next summer, under the super- 
vision of the teacher; and also whether the Government would 
make a small grant for the supply of spikes, shingles, windows, 
furnishings, &c.

The Department is in receipt of a letter from 
Reverend J. ©. Plourde, O.M.I., in which he states that 
Rev. d. d@ Granpre, missionary in charge of the Berens 
River Mission, has been petitioned by the Indians of Poplar 
Hill for the establishment of a Roman Catholic Indian day 
school at that point. 


In view of these requests, it will be necessary 
for you to obtain for the Department a very complete 

suumary of conditions in the Poplar Hill dietrict. We shall 
require a statement showing the Indian population; their 
church affiliations, if any; the distance that this Band 

is separated from the nearest Indian day school; and the 
church auspices under which the nearest day echool is 
conducted. This and any other additional information wich 
which you can supply us would be very much appreciated.

For your information I wish to point 
out that the Pekangekum’Ts divided and living at 
three different points, Pekangekum, Poplar Hill and 
at Duck Lake. If a new school was built at Poplar 
Hill it would only be a short time until one would 
be requested for Duck Lake. 


At Pekangekum a new school was built 
a few years ago and which has never been finished 
properly. Shingles eto. was provided by the Department 
but the Indians refused to freight same from Berens 
River. Thie material remained at Berens River until 
this fall and while at Berens late in the season I 
distributed this material to needy Indians of the 
Berens River Band. It was badly weather-beaten and 
would soon not be fit for anything. 


In view of the manner in which the 
Pekangekum school was built and the Indians refusal 
to carry lumber inland as it is so hard to handle 
in canoes, I cannot recommend the building of a new 
school at Poplar Hill, which is not on Reserve land.

Dear Dr. Dorey: 


May I refer to your letter of December 1, 1937, 
and my reply thereto of December 2nd. 


The Department is in receipt of a report from 
Inspector Hamilton, of Winnipeg, and also a letter from 
Indian Agent McPherson, Selkirk - both relating to the 
establishment of a school at Poplar Hill. Mr. MePherson, 
in his report, states: 


"At Pekangekum a new school was built a few 
years ago but has never been finished properly. 
Shingles, etc., were provided by the Department, 
but the indians refused to freight the same from 
Berens River. This material remained at Berens 
River until the Fall. While I was at Berens River 
late in the season, I distributed the material to 
needy Indians of the Berens River Band. It was 
badly weather-beaten and would soon not be fit 
for anything. 


"In view of the manner in which the Pekangekum 
school was built and the refusal of the Indians to 
carry lumber inland, as it is so hard to handle it 
in canoes, I cannot recommend the building of a new 
school at Poplar Hill, which is not on reserve land." 


Inspector Hamilton, commenting on Mr. McPherson's 
letter, states:- 


"I think the matter of a new school should be left

In any event, conditions will 
be carefully investigated when Treaty payments are 
being made during the course of the year.

When treaty was being paid this summer 
it was noticed that a very small attendance was shown 
on all reserves during the month of April and May. At 
which time the Indians take their families and move 
out to the marshes for the rat hunt. It was suggested 
that it might be possible to arrange to have the annual 
holidays during that period and the schools kept open 
during the summer months when the Indians are all together 
on their reserves. 


Several of the teachers who were approached

In reply to your letter of the 7th 
instant, file 125-13-1, I think holidays would least 
affect the attendance at Pekangekum if taken as suggested 
during the months of April an y, and apparently the 
teacher is prepared to do this. 


I have no doubt the arrangement would 
prove satisfactory for Little Grand Rapids, but at 
Poplar River and Big Grand Rapids the teachers are also 
the clergy and it may be more difficult to make this 
arrangement. The time comes at the'in-between' season 
and it is doubtful if they could get out. Furthermore, 
travelling would necessarily be by plane and consequently 
very expensive. I think these people in the north should 
get out each year for holidays and this should be considered. 


At Berens River, I hardly see the need 
for changing the present arrangements. The R.C.M.P. are 
stationed here and are available, usually at treaty time. 
I am further advised that the women and children do not 
always accompany their husbands, a custom more extensively 
practiced further inland.

We are not prepared to accept the 
statement of the Agent that the School should be dis- 
continued for the period of the war, because it would 
mean leaving this Band of Indians without any care at 
all. As you ilmow, it is very difficult to find someone 
who will go into these places and make it his life's work. 
You will also realize that this is not made any easier by 
the cute in salary and deductions for this and that which 
have been enforced by the Department in recent years. 


I shall write to Dr. Cormie to find 
out just what suggestion he has to make for the carrying 
on of this work.

I beg to submit the following report on the 
Sioux Lookout Agency inspected during the month of June 1946. 


SCHOOLS ; = 


At Pikangikim a day school is operated for 
ten months. Mr. Smith is the teacher in charge. He has no 
teacher's certificate. There are 23 on the roll with an average 
attendance of 19. School was not in operation as the building 
was required for the paying of treaty. 


This is a log building. The floors are in fair 
condition. There are two windows on each side of the building, 
The lighting is poor. The school is furnished with home-made 
benches, a table and chairs. The roof is covered with rough 
lumber over which is roofing paper. There is a large box heater 
The blackboard consists of one piece-l6feet long-which is 
not sufficient. 


There are ten or twelve families who remain 
around Pikangikum during the winter, consquently the attend- 
ance is fairly good. This is a difficult place to operate 
because it is very isolated and no one wished to remain for 
long. It is difficult to reach except by plane and thus 
transpor&ation is empensive.

Dear Mr. Spence: 


I have now received an answer from Mr. Indian 
Superintendent Swertman with regard to the above seasonal 
Indian School, Mr. Swartman advises thet you should plan, if 
possible, to arrive at Pekangekum during the first week of June, 
The ice should be out by that time and all the Indians in from 
their spring trapping. 


It is suggested that you report to Mr. 
Swartman's office during the last week in May, where you will 
be fully briefed as to conditions at Pekangekum, From Sioux 
leokout you could proceed by bus to Red lace, From there it 
will be necessary to arrange for a charter flight to Pekangekum 
which is situated about 80 miles further north, 


With regard to the residence at Pekangekum 
Mr. Swartman has the following to say: 


"There is a log school house and a separate 
teacher's residence, neither of which are in very good 
condition but should serve the purpose for a yeer or 
two or until such time as we can put up a new building 
similar to the plans we heve. There is a Hudson's Bay 
Post about half a mile from the school; here staple 
provisions can be purchased, but anything apart from 
staples should be brought in from Red leke. The 
teacher's residence is supplied with a full line 
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of dishes, pots and pans, etc, Consequently all he will 
have to be concerned with is food supplies." 


I would suggest that you phone me and arrange 
to come in to my office at some opportune time to discuss your 
intended employmnt with us this summer.

Referring to your telegram of July 15 with respect 
to the Pekangekum Day School, I believe 4t would be a good 
move to place a teacher there on a year-round basis. It 
would require a few months to induce the parents in the vi- 
cinity to send their children in to school, but with 
perseverance and patience, I think this could be accomplished. 
I might explain that only a small proportion of the 
Pekangukum Indians live right on the Reserve. They are 
scattered over an area of from a mile’to forty or fifty 
miles from the Reserve, but I believe if we could show 
them that we meant business in the operation of school 
many more of the femilies would make their headquarters 
right at the Reserve. 


The living quarters have already been described, 
and while they are alright as make-shift arrangement, I 
would suggest that plane be made to establish a new school 
with teacher's quarters in the not too far distant future 
because the present set-up does not give much inepiration 
either for the teacher or for the Indians. It might be 
advisable to have the student who is interested in teaching 
there read Mr. Spence's report on the situation, as well 
as ours, in order that he will be fully acquainted with all 
angles of the situation. 


The Pekangekum Indians are without a doubt quite 
primitive and to date have absorbed very little in the 
way of education or religion. Many of them hold to the 
aboriginal belief in good and bad spirits, also medicine. 
Nevertheless they are good people, and as I have already 
mentioned in previous correspondence, they offer a challenge 
to the teacher or missionary, and also to the Indian 
Superintendent.

Dear Colonel Neary: Re: Pekangecum “SS/steR Oy 


Last Spring I understand that the Department 
appointed Mr. Cecil Graeme Spence to act as summer teacher at 
Pekangecum, We were delighted to co-operate with the Department -- 
or probably to have the Department co-operate with us, -- and were 
prepared to assist Mr. Spence in doing missionary work. Now he 
has come back and the following is an extract from his letter: 


"As you know I was appointed summer teacher at Pekangecum 
by the Government. I also intended to do missinnary work. I 
was very enthusiastic about my work, having looked forward to 
it all winter and spring. However when I reached there I 
found that conditions had deteriorated during the war years, 
Although I expected bad housing conditions, I was not prepared 
for the poor health conditions. For the last decade tuberculosis 
has been on the increase, As a result it is not a very healthy 
place to be right now, 


"The children lacked discipline to such an extent that I 
found individual instruction the only way to help them. You 
dan understand that one of the greatest difficulties in the 
teaching of Indian children, who do not understand English to 
any degree, is the lack of a clear medium of expression, One 
has to show them before they understand, This naturally entails 
close contact with students suffering from T.B. - as it is in- 
possible to isolate known cases of it there and hospitalization 
is almost unheard of, facilities being so short outside. Most 
of the very numerous deaths there are from T.B, There are also 
open running T.B. Sores and joints among the people and children," 


I hope something can be done to improve conditions at 
Pekangecum. I shall be glad to know what the Department proposes to do, 
if anything.

I have for answer your letter of July 29 with 
extract from Mr. Spence, formerly our teacher at Pekangekun. 


I had an opportunity of speaking to Mr. Spence when 
he returned from Pekangekum and the information contained in 
your letter presents the same picture that he gave me. 


I do not know what Dr. Moore plans for Pekangekum 
but we intend to do everything possible to establish a full- 
time school there again. Mr. Swartman has suggested that we 
establish a new school with teacher's quarters there, and thus 
make it more attractive for the teacher, However, our work in 
education must be accompanied by medical attention for these 
Indiens, and I am sure that the Indian Health Services have 
similar plans for improvement at thie point.

At 2.30 p. m. the party left by planes 
for Pekangekum and arrived at 3.30 and by 4 p. m. 
were making the payments , continuing until 9 o'c. 
On Saturday 23rd June the treaty payments were 
completed and a meeting of the Band held and was 
brought to a close about 2 pm. I would like at 
this time to call attention to the condition of 
the Day School on thie Reserve. It is a small 
log building, 16 x 18, hopelessly inadequate to 
house a teacher and 30 children. The roof is 
covered with spruce bark and leaks like a sieve, 
@ most unsanitary and unhealthy condition, as well 
as uncomfortable. I trust that when the time comes 
for building schools, Pekangekum will be one of 
the first on the list to receive attention.

They nave gone to the bush ana out iogs 22 
feet and §O long without a horse or an ox on the Reserve, 
organized companies of men and carried those heavy green 
spruce Bégs out on their shoulders. You wili notice that 
the logs are splenaidiy hewem ana the block pretty well on 
its way to completion, with pienty of logs on the grouna to 
finsih the gob. These Indians are excelient axemen ana I 
have never seen finer dove-tailea corners anywhere, what 
they need now is material for shingles, flooring ana sheat— 
hing. hey have taken out their own stringers, joists, 
rafters ect. It wili not cost much to complete the building. 
They should have séx winaows, one door and one screen acor 
eg as screens for the windows, aiso naile ana sningie 
Rnaiis. 

They are entireley witnout aesks in the old 
school ana tae old forms hewea out of logs as shown in the 
Picture, but these they say could wait for another year, 
but they must have a heating stove and a table ana chair for 
the teacner.

In reply to your letter No. 125-13~5 of 
the 3rd. instant relative to school requisition for 
the pekangekum Indian Day gchool. 


Please be advised that the reason this 
requisition was forwarded by the school-teacher, mr. 
A.Walter mutch, at this time, is due to the fact that 
last fall quite a bit of difficulty was experienced 
in getting the school supplies in to Pekang&kum. Thia 
year he decided that he would requisition earlier,before 
the in-between season set in, then his supplies could 
ge forward when navigation opened in the spring. 


This school is all that mr. Mutch states 
in his reguisition. the roof is covered with bark and 
the building is not lined at all. Also stove pipes are 
badly in need of being replaced. 


Shingles were supplied for this school 
and shipped as far as Berens River. However, the Indians 
from Pekangekum refused to freight from Berens River. This 
material was forwarded to Berens River by the former Indian 
Agent Irwin and had been at Berens River exposed to the 
weather for two years previous to my re-~instatement. This 
material was badly weather~beaten and in order to salvage 
same value from it, I instructed the R.O.M.P. at Berens 
river to issued same to the needy Indians at Berens River. 


I would suggest that further shipments for 
the Pekangekum School be sent via Red Lake, Ont. which is 
much closer to the Reserve than by Berens River.

Reference is made to Mr. Hoey's letter of 
April 2nd, file 125-13-5, concerning building materials, 
etc., requisitioned for the Pikengikum Indian Day Séhool. 


When discussing schools with Mr. Christianson 
I must have been vaterr ang to the Fort Hope School 
rather than Pikangikum. regret not having made myself 
clear on this point. It is true, the Indians do not 
cooperate very fully but it is felt this will be event- 
ually overcome, especially if the Hudson's Bay Company 
appoint a Whiteman instead of an Indian or Half-breed 
to manage their Pikangikum post. 


At the time of my visit to Pikangikum last 
July the school building was in a rather deplorable 
condition, The buildimg was very poorly constructed, 
The roof leaked badly which in turn had affected the 
floor. I promised the teacher an endeavor would be 
made to obtain sufficient material for repairs and I 
believe the the enclosed requisition contains only the 
minimum requirements if the school is to continue in 
operation. 


I am not fully cognizant of the arrangement 

or agreement between this Branch and the United Church 
under whose auspices the school is conducted, but I do 
believe if the school should be closed for the duration 

of the war, it would not make a great deal of difference 
insofar as the welfare of the Band as a whole is concerned. 
The Missionary Teacher serves a very useful purpose in 
issuing destitute rations but other arrangements could 


possibly be made.

During my visit to Pekanjicum Indian Reserve I 
found that the roofing on the school was badly in need of 
repairs. This was caused by high winds, also the boards 
forming the roof vary in thickness which does not permit 
a good job to be made with the roofing paper. We had a 
request from the Missionary teacher, Mr. Smith,also from 
the Chief and Councillors that steps be taken to repair 
the roof. For a roof of this description cedar shingles 
are the only solution. The roof on each side measures 
33 feet by 18 feet which would mean sufficient shingles 
to cover about 1200 square feet. The cost of shingles 
purchased locally and delivered at Hudson is 46.50 per 


M. or a total cost of $71.50. 
Please advise if authority will be granted for the

fhe school here is in urgent need of repairs, especially 
the floor. It was proposed that the Indians whipsaw sufficient 
lumber for a sub-floor and then i would go into the matter of the 
Department furnishing enough flooring to cover the floor, Mr. Smith 
the Missionary teacher is doing a fair job with the school work. He 
labours under quite a handicap with more or less primitive 
conditions at kangikum, in addition to the Band as a whole being 
so little advanced, A large number of them are still pagan and 
prefer native medicine and superstition to anything the white man 
can offer for their-melioration. It is unfortunate that I am unable 
to visit this Reserve more frequently than just the annual call for 
freaty payments. I feel that some pregress might be made if we 
kept exhorting and encouraging tiem to improve themselves, 
In the late afternoon a plane called to move us to Deer Lake where 
we arrived at 5:50 B.m. At Pekangikum arrangements had been made 
with William Everett to accompany the party as interpreter to Deer 
and Sandy Lakes, His services were invaluable.

However, he did not,but he sent a letter to dacob Nanawit, the ' 4 
head man of the band, saying, the Company were not going to trade 
here this winter. Hence I was left in a strait, not ‘knowing what to 
do, being atterly opposed to trading, especially as the Agent 
and Mr Plett had said to my people,if you stand up for the 
missionaries nobody will help you, and I fopmd out that those who 
had aided Mr Mackay had received some assistance from Beren's 
River. I had helped my people as far as [ could without running 
myself ‘oh a rock, expecting a\trader coming, but nome came, -Atid as 
they were in actual need I felt that I could nad afford to sacri- 
fice my influence over them, and leave them to the Wolf. So 
I decided to assist them all I possibly could, and accept of their 
amt, fish and fur until a trader, could be induced to come in, 
although it cost me meh pain and trouble. Now that Mr Campbell 
has agreed to come in, I have turned all over to him to rein- 
burse my outlay, and have ceased having anything more to do 
with trading.

en inspection of the Poplar River School on the 12th 
February, 1912. 

I found 16 children in School at the time 
of my visit and an average of 14 for the three months 
past. 

I have rarely found children so wretchedly 
clad or parents so desperately poor as those om this 
Reserve. There has been a great deal of sickness 
during the year and children were unable for this 
reason to attend School as stated in report. 

The teacher is not qualified as a teacher 
and @oes not regard himself as under obligation to 
teach school were his ministerial duties interfere 
therewith. He regards himself as preacher and visitor 
at the homes first and in work that he can do in the 
School is regarded by him as his secondery duties. 

Last fall the people were away at the 
Fall Fishery for a long time and no School dould be 
kept because the children were with tem. 

I cannot speak highly of School work done 
and think that the School teachers office and work of 
the missionary should be separated and that one man's 
whole attention sgould be given to the School. 

As to details the report covering this letter 
will give full information.

"I would ask the De mt to kindly consider the economic 
conditions which prevail at that reserve. ‘The Indians are 
forced to move to Black River at the beginning of the fishing 
season. Black River is twenty miles by water from Poplar 
River and, a8 is generally known, the Indians take their 
families along with them so that the constituency for the 
school is beyond reach. If the Department would provide 
suitable accommodation at Black River, Mrs. Caldwell, the 
teacher, has intimated that she would be very glad to continue 
the school at that coors 

"Owl, to the si tion thus created, the Indian Agent paid 
Treaty at Black River this summer instead of at Poplar River. 

"I would, also, draw the attention of the Department to the 
fact that Mr. Caldwell has been throughout the entire year 
caring for the needy and destitute on the reserve without any 
remuneration from the Government, and as the Indian Agent 
visits Poplar River once a year, Mr. Caldwell has the 
full wonpenes hiss ty of their oversight. 

"In view of the facts above atated, I feel that the Depart- 
ment should the expense of the school at Poplar River for 
the entire school year, and I shall be glad to receive a ope 
for the balance of the teacher's Salary for the quarter ende 
June 30th, 1951."

Mouse, beg to state that I fully intended making o 
thorough inspection of this tullding at treaty time,as 
netructed in your letter of 10th January,but on the 
fay the treaty party were leaving Selkirk for the Lake 
eserves ,Mr,Valdwell notified me that all the Poplar 
River Indians were at Black iver and suggested that the 
payments be made at that point. The Indians with their 
families were working for one of the Fishing Co, Accordingly 
4 went to Black “iver and made the payment and was prevented 
from visiting the Keserve, 


Poplar Hiver is,in my epinien,one of the poorest 
Reserves on Lake Winnipeg,ae the +ndlens have no work and 
the winter trapping is poor. The Indians migrate to Black 
Miver every spring and fall,fishing in the summer and taking 
out cord wood for the Company in the winter. / suggested to 
the Band,two yeare agd,when that Reserfes was burnt out, 
that they move to another point on the Lake, where they 

would have a better chance of earning a livelindod. 


I am aware that the Poplar “iver school ie in 
poor condition but no worse than at some other “eserves 
where there is a larger and steadier attendance for the 
full school term and I would not recommend that any expense 
be added at present. 


As regards to the statement that Mr,“aldwell 
has full responsibility in this Reserve,I beg to state 
that Corporal Stewart,R.O.M.P,Detachment at Berens River 
was instructed by.4r.¥.M Graham,Commissioner,to saerses 
this point and report to the Selkirk Agency, He made 
several patrols during the winter and was authorised to 
look after the destitutes and make what purchases from th 
Hudson Bay Co he considered necessary 
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_ Owing to my not being able to visit the Reserve 
+ regeet that I am inable to give a more concise report 
but trust this will be sufficient fnformation.

Dear Mr.Barner, 


I have just returned from 

a visit to the people at Thunder Lake, and have time to catch 
to outgoing mail. I found the people very well and very pleaad 
to see me. They have had a fair trapping season, but have been 
handicapped by the unfavourable weather, rain and delayed snow 
at the early part of the season, and too much snow, mild 
weather and overflow of the rivers latterly. In general, they 
have had a very good winter, much better than last year, and 
the prospects for the Spring catch are excellent. The provisims 
obtained last fall as an advance on treaty money are lasting 
very well, and represents a very definite benefit to the 
people. The trip was x/ made with little expense. I went with 
the H.B,.Co man and hie dog team. He was making a trading trip 
and I ran with the train. We made about sixty miles in a long 
day on the homeward trip and I arrive d in good condition, I 
expect to make yet another trip later on. The trip was accom- 
plished between Sundays and no services were Cancelled here. 

We have still a number of people on the Reserve, 
thése who cculd not leave for various good reasone and our 
school attendance will average about I7. We have very little 
sickness and four new babies born, all doing well. 


A rather remarkable condition has bé™come apparent 
in making up statistics for Mission information. We have approx, 
180 people on the Band. Of these 90 are children from infancy 
to the age of I4. The pow majority of these latter are 


between the ages of infancy to IO or II years. This is going 
to present a considerable school problem in the near future. 
I have the assurance of Mr.Graham that he has sanctioned a 
new school in the present years estimates. This does not mean 
of course, that the school will be built this year. In view 
of the figuresf given above it would appear expedient that 
sufficient school accommodation should be provided in a new 
building. I think this matter should be taken up with the 
Department. 

There is the difficulty of the band obtaining a 
winter living, however. To do this it is necessary for the 
families to spend some months in the bush,or at the fishing 
stations in the summer. This procedure has been the definite 
instructions of the Department this winter, and would seem to 
be very necessary, but it seriously interferes with the 
education of the children. If compulsory school attendance is 
enforced, the families cahnot go to the bush or the fishing 
sta tions and we should have a return to the destitution 
experienced last winter. 

The only solution I can see to the difficulty is 
Compulsory boarding school attendance for all children 
with the mental and physical qualifications. This is an 
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extreme step, but the benefits would be very apparent, both to 
the children, and the parents, which latter would then be free 
» follow their natural pursuits. If the matter were muted now 
would cause considerable opposition, but I am sure the idea 
would grow, and, if the Government were eventually induced to 
+ consider it, especially as it would be a means to the economic 
betterment of all these bush Reserves and therefore an easing 
of Governmental financial support, much of our Indian problem 
might thue be solved. I realise the expense of enlarging the 
schools etc., but this would be less than the ‘inancial 
liability which the bush Indians are bound to become in the 
not distent future. To fillow this up, with the children in 
the boarding schools and fitted for re sponsible life, the 
outside settlement arrangement as suggested by Mr.Beaton,could 
thenbe made effective. 

Admitting the measure is extreme, some extreme 
measure will have to be resorted to. 

Since the New Year I have added four adult and 
three juvenile Catholics to the Church rdll. I do not think I 
told you the the R.C's had purchased a small building on the 
Regerve, evidently with the intention of starting a school. 

As there are now only six Catholic adults and one infant’ in 
the Band it is altogether unlikely that anything will come 
of this movement. It is quite possible that the whole 
Reserve will be United Crmrch before the end of the year. 

I have thought that it would be an excellent 
thing to have printed ( preferably in English and Cree) a 
family Church Membership roll in th form suitable for 
framing, with espace for the name® of all the family, so 
that each family could identify themselve s by the possession 
of one of these on the wall of their house. The psychological 
gotees would be excellent. Would it be possible to obtain 

ese 

I have been able to send in a small donation 
to the M & M fund so that o ur annual report will not show 
blank. I expect however, a larger donation from the Band in 
the Spring. It is gratifying to know that the Chief has 
himself suggested this donation spontaneously, which is as it 
should be, am more and more appreciating the attitude of 
the Chief. We are on the most friendly and co-operative terms, 
and he invariably refers to me as his "dear brother". 

My returns show a membership increase of 75 
as compared to 57 last year. 

There is one matter which has been bothering 
me and which I would like your advise on. Some of my 
correspondence, mo stly on Church matters, is addressed to 
me as "Rev." I had occasion to take#the matter of wolf 
depredation and prospective bounty with the Government and 
I was reféered to recently on the radio as "Rev". I have 
corrected this matter in some cases, but it is manifestly 
inexpedient to do so always. I never sign myself by this 
title and I feel that I am sailing under false cblours. 

Do you think that I should correct thie error in all cases? 

Qur family are all well and happy and we trust 
that you and Mre Barner are also, We had a very pleasant 
Christmas and Christmas tree. I took Santa Claus to the 
children at Thunder Lake.

This is rather 
leading as IS of this number ar@ fon<treaty children, 
ut these will be dependangs on the Poplar River School 
when they are of school age. We have two attending the 


hool now. 
P I have compiled a list of the children and 
their ages to give you some definite information. In this 


letter I will not take into account the non-treaty 
children, altfough these should not be neglected, as in 
no joase are the parente able to send the children out for 
pueducation. 
{ Among the treaty children you will note that 
\ the ages are evenly dévided, 34 Out of the total of 67 
being at present of school age. It is apparent, however, 
that the birth rate is increasing, aleo, that the infant 
mortality has decreased considerably during the last few 
tyeare. This decrease will assuredly be maintained, as 
better methods have been intréduced in infant care, The 
eight children under one year are in perfect condition, 
If I might digress to comment on the prospects 
£ t hese infants, may say that their chances of life, 
4 greatly increased by better care, are still 
ully handicapped by living in draughty, ill-ventilated 
Wellings and by, in almost every case, contamination 
from T.8. infects in the same dwelling. 

Our present pas age accommodation in the 
school is 34, including some old desks, This take s care 
of our present roll, the average for this quarter being 
about I7. 

I must confess I am all at sea in regard to 
the education problem. If our people are to follow their 
natural pursuits, which they must do to make a living, 
then a winter school is all that oan be maintained, 
attended by about one half of the children of school age, 
the other half being at the trapping goounds with their 
parents. The children attending school in the winter are 
drawn from families who are in receipt of support from the 
Government, by reason of widowhood or disability, or who 
are too indolent to exert themselves to make a living. 

As the school children are provided with oe meale at the 
school, the situation would appear to handicap those who 
are industrious enough to leave the reserve to make a 
living. 

. The summer problem is more difficult still. 
If the summer migration was to a location where 
definitely established and permament work was provided, 
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the school ,could follow the children, but the work is 
distributed between Black River, George's Island and 
Poplar Point. It is true that most of the people were 
at Black River last year, but this year there is a 
prospect of the sturgeon fishing being opened, which 
will distribute the people more widely. 

Had I been successful, while yet the fishing 
administration remained with the Federal Government, in 
obtaining a eceregeee of territory in the mouth of 
the Boplar River for pickerel fishing exclusively for the 
Band, they might have been held together, and sbhool 
facilities arranged, but, the pickerel fishing being 
Closed, and the adménistration now being with t he 
Province, this arrangement is very remote, although it 
would still be feasible and without detriment to other 
organised fishing, could the Province be induced to make 
this concession. 

I realise that the problem pertaining to 
Poplar River, is accentuated on all the other reserves, 
especially those inland, and, thie being 80, I can see 
no other way in bringing education to the Indian children, 
education which is imperative in the process of 
emancipation, other than the establishment of collective 
educational institutions. The time is not oppor tune 
for anything definite to be done, but it is not tco 
early for the idea to be sold to the Government. 

Under the existing circumstances it is 
evident that on the Poplar River Reserve, 50% of the 
children will receive lesa than hald the benefite ofa 
day school education and $0% will receive no education 
whatever, and this compares favourably with other Reserves. 

It might be asked why so few ohildren of 
thie Band are attending boarding school, This desirability 
has been stressed, but the consent of the parents must be 
obtained, and there seems to be a decided antipathy 
towards the boarding schools, principally due to the fact 
that mortality has been very high -— those who have bean 
sent to the Boarding School from this Reserve. This fact, 
of course, may be purely soincidental. 

I do not think we should fight shy of the 
compulsion in this proposed school attendance. After all, 
the white race are under compubsion to educate their 
children and also to provide a living for themselves. 

We have had a very mild winter, with no 
destitution. The prospects for t he Spring catch are 
excellent. The winter catch has been good, but the very 
low fur prices have tended to make what might have been 
@ prosperous season into an indifferent one.

As previougly reported the Poplar River put. “Pa f 
ouilding is in very poor @oudition. The building is a frame —"" 
structure on a log foundation, apparently poorly cons trusted 
in tae first place. The log foundation has rotted, and the 
floor is sunk and the walle bulged in places. The lumber has 
shrunk to such an extent as to be no ldnger weather proof. 

The building ie difficult to heat dubGng the winter, and 
impossible to keep warm during severe or windy weather. 
During the past winter the attendance has been 
small as many of the Reserve families were away at their 
trapping grounds all winter. The fur catch was poor, 
especially in the Sprimg, and the eople have expressed 
their intention of staying on the Reserve, or at least 
leaving their families on the Reserve,next winter. This 
will mean a much increased attendance at the school next 
winter, and it ie very important that a new building should 
be erected, Owing to the condition of the foundation and the 
Sondition of the walls, it does not appear that any reppirs 
could be undertaken on the pregent building with any profit. 

According to present statistios there will be 

Thirty children of school age belonging to the Band resident 
on the Reserve at the beginning of the next school year.

To erect new school building 


This school is situated on the Poplar River Re- 
serve, Nos 16, Clandeboye Agency (Electoral 
District of Springfield), Man. There are forty 
(40) children of school age on the reserve. The 
Agent reports as follows regarding the condition 
of the present building. “The log foundation has 
rotted and the walls have bulged. The lumber 
construction was a rather poor erection in the 
firet place, es the lumber dried out to such an 
extent as to render the building no longer weather- 
proof in severe weather, and in extreme cold or 
windy weather it is inpossible to heat the build- 
inge.++- The present building is beyond repair". 


The Agent recommends that a new building, of 
frame conetruction, with classroom accommodation 
for 40 children, be erected. The work can be 
carried out by Indian labour, in charge of a 
competent foreman-carpenter, The Agent etrongly 
uigee the erection of a new building during the 
coming sunmer.

I beg to submit the following report 
of a recent inspection of the Poplar River Indian; Day 
School. 

The teacher is Mr. Taylor, The echool 
Was closed and I saw little of the childrens’ work, , 

The school garden was a small piece of land about 
16 x 20 and represented a very weak effort along this 
line. 

The school is a frame building with 
Wall-beard inside and this hae been painted. The seats 
and equipment are in poor condition. The outiay did 
not impress me and I think a visit to thie school by 
the Agent when in operat ion might be advisable. Un- 
fortunately it is difficult to reach and entails ex~- 
pensive travelling. 

Mr. Taylor closed school on June lat, 
without the knowledge of the Agent or myself. He 
appears to think he is only responsible to the Church 
offictals. I am informed he did thie last year. 1! 
would like to know if Mr. Taylor hae special permission 
to close the echool June lst. He is the Missionary and 
attends the conference which usually takes place early 
in June. Mr. MoPherson informs me Mr. Taylor did not 


return laet year from conference and was not home to

rat season, efter which the Indiane generally go to Big 
—e ne for summer fishing which takes place in June 
and Je 


I am quite aware that the Indians of this 
reserve must be out on the trap lines during the winter 
months if they are to make a living and in view of this 
fact noidoubt the attendance will not be good. On the. 
ether hand, the summer school is out of the question in view 
of the fact that the Indians are employed at fishing at 
Big Black River. I would therefore recommend that we 
earry on for another year as suggested above.

Last Summer he 
came out without any permission in the latter part of 
June. As soon as I received word thet he was out, I 
informed him that he must go back at once. This he did. 
I asked him his reason for coming out and he informed 
me he was in for a Church Convention. 


When I got in touch with Mr. Taylor on the 
18th. of December, I asked him if he had any permission 
from the Department direct, he informed me that he had 
not but that he had received permission from Dr. Oormie 
and the Church Board. Dr. Oormie is head of the Mission- 
aries in that District. Mr. Taylor informed me that he

I wish to point out that Mr. Taylor has been 
warned previously by this office that he must not leave 
his Reserve without proper permission. On August 9th., 
1939, I wrote him and instructed that under no circum 
stances was he to leave his Reserve without permission 
from the Department. 


I would recommend that the Department deduct 
two month's salary from Mr. Taylor's pay and instruct 
him that if this should happen again without proper per- 
mission, the Ohuroh will be asked to nominate a new tea-

Dear Sirs: Re - Poplar River Indian Day School 


With further reference to your letter of January 
2nd and to Dr. Cochrane's conversation with you, there are one or 
two facts which we believe should be in the possession of your 
Department before final decision is made. 


It would appear from Correspondence we have received 
thet Mr. Taylor was in touch with Mr. MePherson some time in the 
summer concerning the possibility of his Opening the school on August 
lst instead of September let - which was the old arrangement, - so 
that he could get in the required number of months, and yet get a 
month off, either in November or December, so that he might be with 
his wife in Winnipeg at the time of the expected arrival of their 
first child. Certainly, Mr, MePherson wrote to Mr. Taylor on August 
9th a letter, copy of which I enclose. From thia you will note that 
Mr. MoPherson says that he had written to the Department about the 
possibility of Mr, Taylor's opening the school on August lst. 


When we received a letter from you, advising us that 
the Poplar River Indian Day School would be in operstion for only 
nine months, we wrote at once to Dr. Cormie, asking him to communicate 
this decision to Mr. Taylor. On October 7th, Mr. Taylor wrote to Dr. 
Cormie and in this letter he says that the seme week a boat had docked 
at Poplar River, bringing hit a letter from Mr. McPherson, which con- 
veyed the same decision. Mr. Taylor wae rather taken aback, as he had 
hoped that, by teaching in August, he would have November or Decenber 
off. In his letter to Dr. Cormie, he seyss 


"I came back here in good faith that Mr. McPherson would get 
the necessary permission for me io have November or December 
off if I teught in August. He edvised ms to take such a 
course and in letters I received as late as Septemer lst, 
he advised me as to procedure to follow before leaving the 
reserve. This led me to believe that permission would be 
granted as e matter of form ani the letter I received from 
Mr. MePherson, with no reference to my request (made early 
in July) ignores it but implies refusal by plecing the month 
of my regular holidays that I had taught in the newly arranged 
teaching year." 
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Indian Affairs Brench- 


When Mr. Taylor says that Mr. McPherson ignores the request, but 
implies refusal by plecing the month of his reguler holidays that 
he hed taught in the newly arranged teaching yeer, he is, of course, 
giving his own interpretation of what Mr. MoPherson mey or may not 
have had in mind. 


In view of this, I think thet sane of the stetements 
contained in Mr. MoPherson's letter should receive, at least, some 
further consideration. In the first paragraph, Mr. McPherson sseys 
that Mr. Taylor left his school on the 26th October"without permission 
from Inspector Hamilton or thia office." Tt is no doubt true that 
he was not aware that Mr, Taylor had left until the 7th December, but 
he certainly knew that he intended to leave. 


As to whether Mr. Taylor left his school, without per 
mission, in the latter part of June, - my impression is thet there was 
no school going on during thet month, and that was precisely the reasm 
why your Department felt that school should only be carried on for nine 
months. There ie nothing in our correspondence which leads us to the 
belief that Dr. Cormie hed given any permission to Mr. Taylor to leave - 
certainly it is not in any correspondence whieh we have from Dr. Cormie. 
I believe it is correct to say thet Mr. Taylor ceme down at the beginning 
of freeze-up under the impression thet Mr, McPherson knew about it and 
that he had written to the Department. 


In the second place, it should be noted that this yeer 
the weather was so mild that there wes no plane service for a consider- 
able length of tim between the first frost and the date when it was 
possible to operate the planes on the ice. This will account for the 
fact that Mr. Taylor was so long away. 


I hope that you will give the matter further consider- 
ation and that, in any event, you will look into the reason why Mr. 
MoPherson wrote to Mr. Taylor on August 9th and said, "I have written 
the Department but as yet have had no reply," end now no mention ia 
made of Mr, MoPherson's communication with the Department.

Dear Sir:- 


With reference to your letter of January 
llth. File 125-14-1, re J. M. Taylor, Teacher at 
Poplar River, I wish to state that I had no knowledge 
that Mr. Taylor was in Winnipeg until Mr. Hamilton in- 
formed me to that effect on December /th. 


Last July Mr. Taylor intimated that he 
might want to get off for December. Naturally I was 
waiting for a request from him as to when he wanted to 
leave the Reserve. At no time has he ever made a re- 
quest for Leave of Absence for any definite period of 
time. I was, therefore, unable to ask the Department 
for permission for him to leave his Reserve. 


I wish to clearly point out that when Mr. 
Taylor went to Winnipeg at freeze-up time, that I had 
no knowledge whatever of his leaving the Reserve. He 
should have notified me immediately so I could have 
written the Department. I cannot understand why he left 
in October to be in Winnipeg for the month of December. 
I was expecting a letter from Mr. Taylor to let me know 
when he wanted leave of absence. 


I wish to point out that in my 2nd and 3rd 
lines of paragraph 3 of my letter of August 9th to Mr. 
Taylor "With reference to you opening your school on 
August lst, I have written the Department but as yet 
have had no reply." This sentence was in connection 
with a proposed change in the gechool term of the Poplar 
River school and had nothing to do with Mr. Taylor's 
leave of absence. 


You will note in my letter to the Depart— 
ment of December 2ist, that Mr. Taylor informed me that 
he did not have permission from the Department but that 
Dr. Cormie and the Church Board had granted him permission. 


It is not my wish to sce Mr. Taylor discharged 
from his school, but it is my opinion that he should have 
two month's salary deducted and that he should be reprimand- 
ed for taking unauthorized leave of absence. 


I wish to notify you that I have not carried 
out the instructions of Mr. Hoey's letter of January end. 
as I did not think it wise to notify Mr. Taylor too long 
in advance.

I have your letter of Tenuary 22nd, enclosing copy 
of letter which you have received from Mr. McPherson. With regard 
to the fourth paragraph of your letter, I quite definitely agree 
thet the teacher should have approval in writing before absenting 
himself from school during the school term. 


I have read Mr. McPherson's letter. It may be thet 
there was 4 Misunderstanding, but if I were a teacher and got a letter, 
deted August 9th, from an inspector to whom I had written, ani in that 
letter the following paregraph ocourred - 


"With reference to you opening your school on August lst, I 
have written the Depertment but as yet have had no reply. 

I wish to point out to you that if you get permission to 
have Decemter off, you mist issue the December rations “before 
you leave." - 


I should certainly take it for granted that the two sentences in the 
paregraph had referenee one to the other - that is, “written to the 
Department® snd "permission to have December off* - and I most cer- 
tainly do not agree with the Agent's explanetion that the sentence 

had nothing to do with Mr, Taylor's leave of absence. Mr. Taylor 
wrote in July to Mr, McPherson. At that time he had no notice from 

the Department that the school year was to be changed. Neither had Mr, 
McPherson, The reason thet Mr. Taylor requested Mr. MoPheram to write 
you, asking for permission to open the school on August let was precisely 
Tn order that he nie eit FOF » 80 that he 
mignt™ , Peg. 4 reson seye that it 
was in connection with the propose@ change in the school term of the 
Popler River school and had nothing to do with leave of absence, perhaps 
he would explain why he wrote to Mr. Taylor on August 9th about thie 
matter, when it was only on September llth that he notified him that 

the school term hed been changed. 
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you should reprimand Mr. Taylor in this case. I 
personally dislixe the word "reprimand" and I have been 
unable to find the word in my correspondence to you. 
However, I have gone over the files somewhat hurriedly 
and it is just possible that the word has been used. 

If so, I can only express my regret.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
24th instant, relating to the operation of the Poplar 
River ‘ndian Day School. 


I do not know that any useful purpose can be 
served in continuing the correspondence between your office 
and this Department in respect to Mr. Taylor's action in 
leaving the school without first having secured permission. 
Your letter, however, would indicate that a misunderstanding 
exists, either in your mind or mine, in respect to the whole 
matter. I have made a careful perusal of the letters here 
on file, relating to the period during which the school 
should be operated. There are letters here from the Indian 
agent, Mr. MePherson, and from Inspector Hamilton, in 
respect to the matter. Both the Inspector and Mr. McPherson 
were anxious to find ways and means of conducting the school 
in such a way that the school would not be open when the 
Indians were away, in May and June, for rat trapping and 
fishing. There is nothing on file that IT have been able to 
discover that even suggests that the teaching period was 
changed to permit Mr. Taylor to visit Winnipeg in either 
Novenber or December. I must state, however, that the 
paragraph quoted by you and taken from Mr. MePherson's 
letter of August 9 may have leant itself to a misinterpret- 
ation. 


Qne point I want to emphasize in writing this 
letter is that the abandonment of his school by an Indian 
day school teacher, without having first secured permission 
from the Indian agent or the Department, is a very serious 
matter and looked upon as such by the officials here. When 
a teacher abandons his school without notice, the Treasury 
Officials continue to pay his salary and his salary cheques 
are sent out monthly. When it is discovered later that he 
has not been meses in his regular teaching duties, it is 
almost impossible in some cases to secure & refund of the 
salary paid. This fact in itself leads to endless corres- 

ondence and negotiations between this Branch and the 

reasury officials and between the Treasury officials and 
the Department of the Auditor General. In fact, it would 
be wholly impossible to administer 294 schools, employing 
369 teachers, if the practice of abandoning their schools 
became general on the part of teachers. The other point 
I want to emphesize is that it is not our intention that

This article was written by our school teacher at 
Poplar River, Mr. Harry Meadows. There was 4 lot 
of criticism of the Indian Department by the 
public when these articles appeared in the Tribune 
and a Toronto paper. I was informed on good 
authority that Mr. Meadows received a payment from 
the Toronto paper for his write-up. I interviewed 
the H.B.C. Manager at Poplar River last summer 
regarding the situation the previous winter and he 
informed me that conditions were nothing like what 
was reported and the cause of the 2 or 3 deaths 
was definitely not starvation.

I received your letter of December Sth 
file number 125-14-1 regarding Mr. Shanks distributing 
rations on the reserve. I wish to advise you that 
when I took over this agency all rations on the reserves 
were handled by the Missiém@ries. Some years agé I 
requested the Department to allow me to have the Hundson 
Bay handle our rations at Poplar River and Little Grand 
Fepids as I was not satisfied with the way the Missionagries 
were handling them, Also at Berens River I had the R.0.M.P. 
take over the rations. As there are no Hudson Bay stores 
at any of the other reserves the Missionaries have always 
handled them and I.find that they have done a very 
satisfactory job and no complaints from the Missionaries 
and very few from the Indians. 


The Missionaries have always been instructed 
that no-one gets rations that is able to work and I feel 
satisfied that this has been carried out, This summer 
Mr, Talbot, District Manager for the Hudson Bay Company 
informed me that they were closing their store at Poplar 
River and that I would have to make other arrangements 
for the rations, There is no-one more fit to handle the 
rations @® Poplar River other than Mr. Shanks and at the 
time the Hudson Bay closed I wrote Mr. Shanks requesting 
him to take the rations over, He wrote me and said he 
would be only to pleased to do so. I had the Manager 
of the Hudson Bay, who has been handling the rations for 
some years, give Mr, Shanks @ list of those who receive 
Babess @nd Mr, Shanks has been using this list as far as 

now, 
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I Snterviewed Mr. Shanks in Selkirk before 
he left for Poplar River and give him all the instructions 
I could fof,the)Aength of time the boat was at Dock at 
Selkirk. When he arrivedat Poplar River, he wrote me 
reqiesting more information which I immediately wrote 
him and g@we him 411 the information he requested. 


I wrote and told him that he would receive 
$3300 per month for 9 months for the Janitors work 
at the school and $50. a year for dispensing drugs. 


If Mr. Shanks is not willing to handle the 


rations as other Missionaries are doing, I wish you 
would please adviee what steps.I should take,

This is to atate that I have not as yet received payment for the 
final two weeks of my teaching at the Poplar River Indian Day 
echool for the year 1941-42, 


In the fall of 1941 school was not opened on the first of August 

as is usual because I had received a letter from Indian Agent Me~ 
Pherson stating that repair material for the shhool building was 
being forwarded. I have this letter on file. However when, after 
two weeks no material arrived I commenced school. The lost two weeks 
wese made up at the end of the term in May. In fact more daye were 
put in than required by the department. However no ealary was re- 
ceived, I was only paid for eight and one-half months éf teaching. 


When in Winnipeg in July I interviewed Inspector Hamilton and ex- 
plained the situation. Inspector Hamilton contacted Mr. McPherson 
who stated that in a letter dated July 16 he had recommended pay- 
ment of the full salary. However I have as yet not received payment. 
I would gi®tly appreciate you investigating this matter and having 
the amount of salary owed me deposited to my credit in the Royal 
Bank of Canada, Portage and Good Street, Winnipeg; savings account 
number 2420.

After serving the Branch 
in three different schools and attempting carry on my work as teacher 
to the best of my ability it seems strange to treated thus by a depart- 
ment of the government. 


It ie interesting that Mr. McPherson should write as he did on Oct. 15, 

1941 as the same year the Indian school at Berens River was closed while 
the teacher went in to Winnipeg without permission. Mr. McPherson told 

the teacher to make up the days lost if possible, if not, not to worry. 

This teacher lost no salary and did not make up the days. 


I am sure that when you have given the above facts your consideration 
you will agree that I am justly entitled to the two weeks salary I am 
asking for.

When I got back home this fall, there was no 
missionary or teacher, then we had a council meeting, as 
you will know that I have my regulations and we appoint one 
to teach school, and have the children go there, every day. 
We are using all the school supplies that were sent out and 
the school is in operation now. We have appoint this Andrew 
Mitcnell who is a graduate from the Brandon Residential 
School years ago. TI got Andrew just teaching for the time 
being till we can have some one from outside,

We are in receipt of yours 
of Dewember 20th, re the September quarterly Report. 

In thie regard way I advise you that Ure 
Caldwell found it necessary to go to Winnipeg at the 
beginning of September and was operated on at the 
Victoria Hospital for appendicitis and other abdominal 
troubles, on the 8th of that month. We arrived home at 
Poplar River on October Iet, and opened school on Oct., 
Srd, The journey was undertaken on the advice of Mr. 
Barner, whom we met at Selkirk when on our returm journey 
to Poplar River at the beginning of August. Mr, 
Stevenson, the Indian Agent, was also advised of the 
delay in opening the school. ‘ 

The first opportumity we had of sending 
mail from here was about the middle of December, there- 
fore we delayed sending the blank return for the Septemar 
Quarter until the Becember Return wae completed. Both 
these returne are now going forward. 

Realoéeing that a medical certificate wil) 
be required to validate the closing of the school, we 
are,this mail, requesting, Dr.Leggett of Winnipeg, the 
operating surgeon, to forward such a certificate to you 
at Brandon, We trust that thie will be found satisfactory. 

We have had an average attendance of 
14.55 during the last quarter, out of a total number of 
30 children on the Reserve of School age. We had, however, 
an outbreak of chicken=pox, and thought it advisable to 
Close the school from October I0th to October ZIet inclue- 
ive. The number of cases was confined to seven. 

Mre Caldwell and myself wish to thank you 
for your kind wighee for the New Year and also to wish 
you the greetings of the season.

I duly received the communication of your 
Mr. Ruqsell T. Ferrier under date of July 2lst - File No. 
125-14-\3 - in reference to the salary of the teacher of 
the Poplar River Indian Day School. I am now able to give 
you the explanation for the school's being kept open only 
four days during the June quarter, Our Superintendent of 
Indian Missions, Rev. Arthur Barner, in e letter from Lake 
Winnipeg, dated August 12th, states:~ 


“The Popler River Reserve is very much 
broken by waterways. In the spring and fall 
these are quite impassable. About 1924 a boy 
was drowned while crossing broken ice on hia 
way to school, Since then the people will not 
run any risks, so that every June quarter re- 
port is small. Mrs. Caldwell says that she 
makes notes of these things on the reports. 
The me@eon the attendance was amaller than usual 
this year is because the breakup was earlier. 
Mr. Caldwell thinks that by building two foot 
bridges the school days might be increased. He 
is taking up this matter with the Agent et 
Treaty thia week. the people leave for 
the fishing grounds a ake their families 
with them." 


I understand that when a condition such as ie 
above described has existed in other seasons, the Department 
has been good enough to forward to this office the cheque for 
that particular quarter, although the school may not have earned 
the full amount, I trust that the Department will see its way 
to forward the cheque for the June quarter.

If the Department would provide suitable accommodation at 
Black River, Mre.Caldwell, the teacher, has intimated that 
ghe would be very glad to continue the school at that point. 


Owing to the situation thus created, the Indian 
Agent paid Treaty at Black River thie summer instead of at 
Poplar River. 


I would also draw the attention of the Department 
to the fact that Mr. Caldwell has been throughout the entire 
yearcaring for the needy and destitute on the Reserve with- 
out any remuneration from the Government, and as the Indian 
Agent visits Poplar River only once a year, Mr. Caldwell has 
the full responsibility of their oversight. 


Io view of the facts above stated, I feel that the 
Department should carry the expense of the school at Poplar 
River for the entire school year, and I shall be glad to 
receive a cheque for the balance of the teacher's salary for 

he quarter ended June 50th, 1951.

It was his suggestion that Mr. Indian 
Agent MacPherson should pay Treaty at Black River, where the 
Indians go for the fishing, in place of at Poplar River, 
and while he spends the time there with his people, there is 
no building which could be used as a school-room. Besides, I 
am sure we all recognize that once the children have been 
scattered and their attention diverted, as would undoubtedly 
happen in the moving of the Band fram Poplar River te Black 
River for the fishing season, the attempt to got them back 
into school would be almost certain to fail.

The situstion at Poplar River hae not changed since 
our correspendence of July 1952, 


fhe Indians go off fishing before the end of May, 
sometimes early in April, and the holding of school ie impos- 
sible, So far as I know they do mot return until the whi te- 
fish season is over, usually the end of August or early in Sept- 
ember. It is satisfactory to us to accept two months’ salary 
for the June quarter. 


T em not sure that the Department of Indian Educa~ 
tion ie the one that should carry «11 ths burden for caring 
for thie band of Indians, but certainly the Indian Department 
ie under « tremendous debt to the missionary and his wife at 
that point. I just discovered incidentally, for instance, 
that Mr, BHamilten, the Inspector, has never been at Popler 
River, As a matter of fact the Indien Agent has not been 
there for at least three years unless the acting man went in 
this year. They pay Treaty now out on the leke where the 
Indiens congregate for the early fishing. There is no doc- 
tor nearer than Selkirk and the missionaries are responsible 
for @ great deal of medicel work. Im addition to that they 
have given @mstrauctive leadership in the matter of rebuilding 
the homes of the Indians which were destroyed by the disastrous 
fire of three years ago,along the line of co-operative buying 
and reduction of individual debts, and in the development of 
agricultural plots, particularly potatees,. My personal op- 
inion ie thet the Board of Home Missions of the United Church 
and the Depertment of Indian Affaire have few servants more 
efficient and more worthy of support than Mr. and Mrs. Cald- 


well.

z arrivedat Poplar River Reserve on the evening of the 15th. 
of April of lest year, and found the Indians of that Band in very 
destitute circumstances, very fev fish had been taken for a week 
or two previously, and game was ver), scarce, Outside of these 
two sources these IMdians had nothing within reach to gain an 
existance from, and at the time of my visit I do not believe 
they were getting one meal per day. Traders Hyre and Campbell 
held a few sacks of flour on the Reserve for tracang purposes, 
and they demanded 10 fox skans pex sack for it, and whith in my 
opinion was equivalent to 57.50 pex sack, wath chances of cealiz 
ang $10.00 for the skins. There were i+ poorly elad chaldren at 
the School, and I was sure that some had some wathout a morsel 
of breakfast, and poor chances for either dinner or Supper. I 
took possession of five sacks of Mr hyre's flour, and handed it 
over to Mf Dawgue to issue to the ohilaren who attended the 
School, at the rate of 10 oz.per pupil for a full day's attend- 
ance, and f authorized Mr Dargue to get five more sacks in the 
event of the I@dians not getting any fish. If may 8a) that there 
no baseuits on hand to issue,neither had there been for weeks 
before: in fact the teacher had not made up the School returns 
for two ov three Quarters previously, owang to his inability to 
Forms from the Agent. 

The attendance at the School ineseased to about 42, and the 
small issve of flour was the attractaon. f think that Mr Hyre | 
placed a smali valuation on the flour, when he could, wathout 
question, have made at least SO pex cent more out of it.

IT am enclosing you,herewith requisitions 
for the yearly school supply, In the matter of the desks 
which are requisitioned for you ask for the makers name 
of the desks on hand.There does not appear to be any name 
on them, they are a mixed variety.The number of deske 
ordered will not accommodate the whole school,as there are 
28 children on the roll this quarter,and five more of 
school age who have been at the trapping grounds this 
quarter and whose names to not appear on the Toll,but I 
will be able to utilise some of the old desks by making o 
one out of two,if the desks on order are supplied, 

The closets for the school are a very 
necessary Bequirement,as the only accommadation which the 
children have at present is the surrounding bush. This may 
have been considered sufficient when the attendance was 
limited to about six daily,as it was some two years ago, 
but the growing attendance demands better conditions, I 
have figured a closet which would be satisfactory but if 
the Department wishes another style built,a plan of this 
could be sent to me. +t appears to me necessary,however 
to have separate closets for the girls and boys. 

You will notice that I have asked for an 
increase in the school rations.I have found it necessary 
to purchase recently another 100 lbs of beans from the 
H.B.Co here to complete the term.I have done this at my 
own expense and trust that the Department will see the 
advantage of supplying the required amount this year, 

Re the additional dishes required.While 
we have 18 on hand,the daily attendance often exceeds 
this number,

May I réquest you alse to give you ntion

I am aware that the Department is unlikely to wish to 
undertake any expense during the present time of 
depression, but it is absolutely necessary that some thing 
be done to provide a more comfortable building for the 
children. The foundation has rotted, and the shiplap 
boards with which the building is lined, have dried to 
euch an extent as to be no longer weatherproof. The 
Walls also are bulging owing to the lack of foundation 


support. 

As thé register during the past five yeare 
will show, the attendance hag been ste ly increasing, ani 
it ie our wish to have hés increase maintained. Hore desk 
accommodation isa necded, but thie should be taken up only 
after something is decided about the building. 

May I suggest that the labour of a new 
sohool building would be of great benefit to the whole 
reserve thie summer or fall, as the labour conditions at 
the fishing stations are not good, and it would be greatly 
more desirable to spend money in thie way rather than to 
supply rations to the band.

Poplar River Indien Reserve Sehool - #1950 


There is need for a new school and teacher's residence at Poplar 
River Indian Reserve. Our present facilities do not include a teacher's resi« 
dense, the United Church manse being used as teacherage. The school was improvee 
te some extent last summer having been insulated with saw-dust from our saw mill 
on the Reserve, and other minor repairs effected, 


During our recent discussion in Winnipeg it was agreed our present 
imadequate facilities could not be replaced prior te 1950 but might then be erected. 
Assuming this having some validity my I mke the following suggestions. 


We have « sawmill and planer on the Reserve. If supplied a bill of 
materials required for standard one room school and teacherage we could supply lecally 
® large percentage of building requirements to mtual advantage of local Indians and 
at great saving to Department. Of course, windows, doors, flooring, and some finish- 
ing materials would have to be shipped in. I would ascertain what we could advan- 
tageously supply after obtaining bill of mterials. If this is acceptable our log» 
Ging operation this winter would be accordingly imoreased for sawmill out during sum 
mor 1949, then dry piled for use im spring and summer of 1960, if school were then 
te be builte 


The foregoing plan would, perhaps, entail joint consideration by 
Edueation and Welfare Branches, The Sranch is well aware ef Pepler River as the 
problem band of this Agoney. It seems feasible, if any plan put into effeet were te 
be mutually advantageous, it should receive considerations I submit the foregoing 
proposal merits considerations 


It would be beneficiel te me to know probable reaction before the 
end of January im as much as our winter logging operation at this reserve will be 
affeeted accordinglye

Probably hed I not been in England on immigration matters during the months 
of May June and July this would not have fallen out in this unfortunate way, 
When I discussed the appointment to Red Farth I understood the Pas Agent 
to ask for a teacher who had agricultural knowledge otherwise the department 

might have to appoint av farming instructor on that reserve, 

If we are to have qualified teachers we have to make up the amount the Deg 
allows by a Catechist grant to make a living wage.With those two qualifica 
tious necessary it was hardly likely that we could find a thira qualificatia 
in the same person, It was because Mr Surbridge had a good deal of agricul 
tural knowledge and was a fit man to act as Catechist# as well while the wit 
was a qualified teacher that the Suggestion was made to them to take up this 
work, They did not offer, the sugcestion was made to them in April and they 
went up to look over the work in July, If they were not suitable why was not 
objection taken at that “time, Everybody at the Pas knew that their names 
wére suggested for this work, I had no idea their names had not gone before 
the Department long azo, Surely the agent should have said then that only

John Ash) a non treaty Indian School just over the border of Man« 
itoba Province. “He and His Wife are quite willing to go to Red 
Earth, and ie prepared to resign at the Barrier immediately. 
We have a younger and single teacher at the Barrier ready to take 
his place. 
- 
4 fhe General Missionary at the Pas wiites me 9 
that if the change is to be made they ought to be ready to leave 
the Barrier on the 19th, reach the Pas on the 20th and he will 
have teams to take their furniture and themselves to Red Karth on 
the 24th, 25th, and 26th, and get the stoves and house in order 
to begin work on Monday March lst. 


After that date travelling would be very un- . 
certain as the winter roads have not been good this year and may | 
break up at any moment. 


If you accept the nomination of Mr. Agh, will 
you kindly telegraph me accepting him for Red Harth, and I will 
telegraph The Pas and they must get the message to him as best 
they can.

Luncheons had been provided at noon by one of the 
TIntian women cooking the food as the teacher is a bachelor 
and could not att to it. The food had been used up too 
fast and was about gone, The teacher stated that the system 
was not satisfactory and that he would like to see it done 
away with as when the grub was brought to the school to be 
eaten it messed up the desks and he had trouble in keeping the 
Place sanitary. I talked the matter over with the Indians and 
they said it would be well to quit it for this year. Under 
the circumstances I told the teacher to store away our dishes 
and equipment, and gave the rest of small food supply to the 
woman who had cooked all winter. 


I have authority to put logs under the walle of the 
school. On sizing up the place it would appear as if this 
Would only be a temporary arrangement and a waste of money

The teacher thinks that $15.00 would 
be ample for his work, but Mr. Waddy tells me tha 
if the man gets $10.00 he will be well paid, 
as under ordinary circumstances the job should 
have been done in a day or day and a half by 
Badger and his helper. 


I would be obliged if the Department 
will advise me if a voucher for this work may 
be submitted for payment and for what amount.

Dear Sir, 


We have, as you know, put down in the 1940 
estimates for a new School for Red Harth Reserve. The old 
School is in very bad shape and it is also much too small 
for the number of pupile it has to occomuodate. The Ven. 
W.eE. J. Paul has been pressing for a new school for this 
point for a number of years. 


If we are going to build this school during the 
coming summer, it will be necessary to get the logs out 
and on the site during the winter. It would be practically 
impossible to do this during the summer, as there are no 
roads and much of the land around Red Barth is swamp. 
would therefore like your authority to engage the Indians 
to cut logs and haul them to the site. I estigated this 
would cost $110.00. 


It would be far better too if the material could 
be purchased and hauled in during the winter. Sumer 
freighting is extremely difficult, The material should 
be purchased at Carrot River, Sask. It is out of the 
question to purchase the material here as it would mean 
shipping it by rail 500 miles to Varrot River and then it 
would have to be trucked in to Red Harth. 


As far as I know there are no firms on the 
preferred list at Carrot River. There are two firms dealing 
in lumber and building supplies there, Lang Bros, Carrot 
River and the Beaver Lumber Co. Carrot River, Sask. I 
would like this material to be purchased so that it could 
be delivered by March 15th at the latest. after that date 
the roads are liable to be bad.
